Men in all times and all 
places have been concerned to 
know the meaning and purpose 
of their existence, Philosophies, 
religions and ideologies have 
set forth their interpretations 
of the nature of man from an- 
tiquity to the present. Some 
have sought -to interpret man 
in terms of his close relation- 
ship to the lower forms of ani- 
mal life. Others have taught 
that man’s rationality and soc- 
iability are the key to his uniq- 
ueness. Today, certain scien- 
tific views of man dominate 
discussion conterning man’s 
nature. Thus man is viewed 
biologically, or in terms of ‘his 
physical or chemical make-up, 
or in terms of his psychological 
make-up. Still others see man 
as a political animal who exists 
to further the ends and goals 
of the state. This is the view 
of the Communists. 

What is the Christian to say 
concerning these interpreta- 
tions of man? He may see
